ORDERS 

New Delhi, the 30th September 1967 

S.O. 3503. — In pursuance of clause (a) of rule 3A of the Defence of India Rules, 
1962, the Central Government hereby specifies that with effect on and from the 
1st October, 1967, no power conferred or no duty imposed on the State Govern- 
ment by any provision of the said Rules [except (i) sub-rule (1) of rule 30, sub- 
rules (1) and (2) of rule 32, sub-rule (1) of rule 45 and sub-rule (1) of rule 46 
in respect of which an order under the said clause (a) has already been issued, 
and (ii) the rules in Part XII-A relating to Gold Control together with so much 
of the other provisions of the said Rules as is necessary for the effective enforce- 
ment of the Gold Control Ru’es but only for that purpose] shall be exercised or 
discharged bv any State Government, other than the State Governments of Assam, 
Jammu and Kashmir, Nagaland, Manipur and Tripura, except with the previous 
approval of the Central Government. 

Explanation.— -In this Order, “State Government of Assam’’ includes in relation 
to the North-East Frontier Agency, the Governor of Assam acting as the agent 
of the President.

S.O. 3501. — In exercise of Ihe powers conferred by clause (b) of rule 3 A of the 
Defence of India Rules, 1962, the Central Government hereby directs that with 
effect on and from the 1st October, 1967, no action In relation to any alleged con- 
t”aventinn of any of the provisions of the said Rules [except (1) ru’es 30, 32, 41, 
42 44. 45 and 46 and (ii) the rules in Part XII-A relating to Gold Control together 
with so much of the other provisions of the said Rules as is necessary for thp 
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effective enforcement of the Gold Control Rules but only for that purpose] or of 
any order made under any such provision, shall he taken In any State or Union 
territory, not being the State of Assam (including the North-East Frontier 
Agency), Jammu and Kashmir or Nagaland or the Union territory of Manipur or 
Tripura by the State Government concerned or any officer or authority subordi- 
nate to the State Government except with the previous sanction of the Central 
Government.

S.O. 3505. — Ip exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of rule 3A of the 
Defence of India Rules, 1962, the Central Government hereby directs that no 
action taken or thing done under any of the provisions of the Said Rules [except 
( 1 ) rules 30, 32, 41, 42, 44, 45 and 46, and (ii) the rules in Part X1I-A relating 
Gold Control together with so much of the other provisions of the said Rules 
Is necessary for the effective enforcement of the Gold Control Rhles but or. 
for that purpose] before the 1st October, 1967, by any State Government other 
than the State Governments of Assam, Jammu and Kashmir, Nagaland, Manipur 
and Tripura, shall be continued except in accordance with sue. 1 instructions as 
the Central Government may give to the State Government concerned in this 
behalf. 

Explanation . — In this Order, "State Government of Assam” includes in relation 
to the North-East Frontier Agency, the Governor of Assam acting us the agent 01 
the President. 

2. This Order shall come Into force on the 30th October, 1967.
